In order to do it, 
however, everybody that loves a 
good home and a pure government 
will have to keep their eyes on the 
gun and be ever vigilant in the 
discharge of their duties from now 
until after the next Legislature ad- 
journs, or they may have cause to 
regret it. 


THE Board of Commissioners 
yesterday raised the rate of taxa- 
_ tion in the county 5 cents on the 

$100 for general scheol purposes 
and reduced the rate in town 5 
cents, which makes the rate out- 
side of Reno $1 90 and insice the 
town limits $2 70, the same as last 
year. The GAZETTE does not be- 
lieve in cramping the school fund 
in the slightest degree, but i.as- 
much as there are $2,400 more in 
the fund now than at this time last 
year it somewhat doubts the wis- 
dom of the Board in raising the 
tax just at a time when we can 
least afford it. There is bound to 
be quite a fallihg off in tbe assess- 
ment roll from the loss of live- 
stock, and our people are taxed to 
death already. Still, if the schools 
are to suffer by not adding the 
extra 5 cents, we have nothing to 
say, but it seems to us that the 
rate was sufficiently high before. 
All other schooi districts in the 
county have sufficient money ex- 
cept Wadsworth; that district has 
but $11 in the fund and will have 
to make aspecial levy if they run 
their school the year out. 


THE course of the iron market 
and the prices of iron and steel in 
the United States and England

POPULAR TEACHERS. 


Children Enjoy a Discipline Which Is 
Firm, Just and Constant. 


" Any one who has an opportunity to 


phear children talk freely about their 


teachers can learn why it is that some 
very good people do not. succeed in win- 
ning the esteem of people. Children 


tell us they like a teacher’ who knows 


how to make them mind. They enjoy 
being under a discipline which is firm, 
just and constant, which respects 
neither age, clothes nor names, but 
holds the whole school under the same 
just and reasonable law. A teacher falls 
at.once in their estimation if he is seen 
to be moré lenient to the son of a lead- 
ing family or of a ‘tcommittee man” 
than to the child of a povr, laborious 
widow. 

There is a particular reason why 
children like to be under a true ruler. 
He never scolds. 

He sometimes punishes, and boys do 
not mind that when they know they de- 
serve it, but scolding they all detest. 
It exasperates without mending them. 
Often the bitter words of an irresolute 
teacher sting, bite and rankle in the 
mind of a thoughtful child long after 
the teacher has forgotten them, and 
sometimes when the sod covers his dust. 
There are weak teachers who scold six 
hours a day, and are never obeyed. 
Their pupils hate them. 

There are few thing which oinjure a 
teacher so much in the estimation of a 
class as defective knowledge of the sub- 
ject under consideration. Obvious as 
this is, there are teachers who are not 
sufficiently alive to it, and show igno- 
rance which a very slight preparation 
would have removed. 

Children are at once attracted and 
conciliated by unusual proficiency on the 
part of their teacher, and are often 
heard to boast of it and extol it. They 
are abundantly ready to be hero 


worshipers, if their teacher will but 


be only a fractional part of a hero. 

One more thing is requisite. If, in 
addition to an easy mastery of the 
school and a sufficient mastery of 
branches taught, the teacher takes a 
friendly interestin his pupils’ welfare, 
he can hardly fail to win their esteem 
and affection. Not that children can 
ever love a teacher as a teacher often 
loves them; that is impossible. Nevér- 
theless, there are schools where the 
teacher, and even a numerous corps of 
teachers, are beloved by a controlling 
majority of the pupils. 

When that is the case, the school pre- 
sents as fair a scene of beneficent ac- 
tivity as the world furnishes. There is 
nothing on earth more pleasing, more 
joyous, more interesting than a good 
school about midway in the school year, 
when the benign influence of the teach- 
er has had time to subdue the willful 
and kindle the indolent, and all are 
working in harmony and diligence for 
the noblest ends. 

The best of it is that the influence of 
such a school lasts forever. If its in- 
mates preserve their faculties to ninety 
years they will stil vivid vy remem- 
ber it.—Youth’s Companion. 


HOME HINTS AND HELPS. 


~The hearts of calves and full an- 
imals are good, either roasted or braised.

Last June the order of suspension was 
revoked. As soon as that fact was 
ascertained by the settlers they re- 
quested Senator Jones to use his influ- 
ence to get the case reopened, and 
petitions to that effect were numer- 
ously signed here and in .Northern 
Lander and Elko counties to that 
effect. The following correspondence

Dear Sir; Iam in receipt of vour 
esteemed favor, which was greatly de- 
layed by severe storms, or it would 
have been earlier acknowledged. 

I duly presented the petition, and, 
having. a personel acquaintance with a 
large number of the gentleman signing 
it, lL assured the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office of the high re- 
spectability and the ertire..good faith 

I ‘also requested 
him to take the matter up and decide 
it as quickly as possible. 

in a personal interview the Com- 
missioner informed me that, inasmuch 
as the land had been formally turned 
over to the State and was accepted by 
the State, the jurisdiction of the Gen- 
eral Government over the question 
had ceased. 

I inclose his written statement for 
the information of the gentlemen unit- 
ing in the petition.

Hon. J. P. Jones, United States 
Senate—Srr: On the 30th ultimo you 
filed here in person, the petition of 
certain citizens of Nevada, making al- 
legations in relation to the letting of 
contract No. 174, dated November 14, 
1884, by the then Surveyor-General, 
C. C. Powning, the manner of the ex- 
ecution of surveys under said contract, 
and the action of this office thereon. 
This petition is understood to refer 
particularly tothe surveys of townships 
specified as follows: 

‘Townships 38, 39 and 40 north, 
range 45 east; Township 40 north, 
range 46 east; Townships 39 and 40 
north, range 47 east; Township 40 
north, range 48 east, and Townships 
38, 39 and 40 north, range 44 east.’’ 

After the above described townships | 
were surveyed, the surveys accepted 
by this office, and the plats of the sur- 
veys filed in the local land offices, cer- 
tain State selections were made of 
lands embraced therein, and on allega- 
tions affecting the regularity of the 
surveys, the whole matter was sus- 
pended. On June 18, 1889, before I 
became Commissioner, the subject was 
taken up and considered by this office, 
as a result of which the State selections 
were submitted to the Hon. Secretary 
of the Interior for approval. They 
were approved by him June 21, 1889, 
and July 1,1889. This action was a 
final decision of the questiun involved, 
so far as this Department is concerned, 
and it has no jurisdiction to reopen 
the matter and order a ‘‘new hearing’’ 
as requested by the petitioners. Peti- 
tion returned herewith.
